SS. = City of Barn, of very ancient renown, is ſituated in a moſt pictureſque 


ES VR. 


ralley, in the N. E. part of the county of Somerſet; it is ſurrounded by 


beautiful hills, abounding with ſprings of excellent water, which, by means of 


pipes, ſupply the city in a plentiful manner. The diſtance from Briſtol 13 miles, 


Wells 19, London 107. The river Avon in a ſerpentine courſe paſſes through 


it, and is made navigable to and from Briſtol. 


Bath, united with Wells, is a biſhopric. The cathedral is at the latter place, 
where the biſhop, and other dignitaries belonging to the church, reſide. | 
This city has ever been famous for its wonderful medicinal waters, the cauſe 


of whoſe powerful heat and healing qualities has given the learned much trouble 
to inveſtigate; but it will be ſufficient for us, in our confined plan, to obſerve, 
that they have continued their warmth and virtues for ages; and the inhabitants 
are daily witneſſes to the benefit invalids receive in a variety of diſorders; 
_ thoſe, who for years have loſt the free uſe of their limbs, have, by a regular 
courſe of bathing, and drinking theſe waters, been perfectly reſtored, and have 
left their crutches, as mementos, behind them of the bleſſings they received. — 


Thofe who have long been martyrs to gout, rheumatiſm, palſies, contraCtions, 
Jaundice, ſcurvy, obſtructions, and“ the thouſand maladies that fleſh is heir to, 


have repaired to theſe healing ſprings, and experienced renovated health and 


_ ſtrength. The late Dr. Charlton, and the preſent juſtly-eſteemed Dr. Falconer, 


have each written treatiſes on theſe waters, well worthy the attention of the phi- 


loſopher, and the phyſician, but particularly ſo to the diſeaſed. EY 
1 he Britons called this place, Vr Ennaint Twymin, as Camden informs us; but 


: he does not explain the meaning, which is, The Warm or Hot Bath; it was like- 


wiſe called Caer Badon, which is the very name it now bears, that is, the city of 
Bath. It is ſaid to have been built by Blethin, or Bledin Cloyth; that is, as 
Bale interprets it, Bladud Magus, or Bladud the Sage. He is faid to have

ſtudied at Athens, and to have beſtowed perpetual heat upon theſe waters by 


It ſeems, the Romans had fortified Bath in ſuch a manner, that the Britons 


were not eaſily diſpoſſeſſed of it by the Saxons, who became maſters of it in the 
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ear 599. They gave it the name of Acemannes Ceaſter, which Camden and 
Biſhop Gibſon both interpret, the City af Valetudinarians. They called it alſo 


Bethanceſter, Hat Bathan, and Baddanbyag, all referring to its ſalutary waters. 


It ſuffered ſeverely from the fury of Swaine, who, at the head of his Daniſh 
army, plundered and burnt it. After the Norman conqueſt, the city met with 
ſome misfortunes in times of public commotion; but as ſoon as theſe were over, 


the ſplendour of Bath revived. A 
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climate he had converſed in, or from ill diet, or infection, does not appear, 
thoſe unlettered times giving down little or no account of things (though of 
greater moment) then tranſacted. - But a leper he was, and for that reaſon ſhut

Chance being the common ſource of ſuch diſcoveries as bring mineral foun- 
tains, and their healing virtues, to the knowledge of mankind, we ſhall find it 


manifeſting itſelf in a very ſingular manner at Bath; and in the moſt eminent 
caſe, leading an ingenious young prince to one of the greateſt ſecrets of nature, 


Tor the cure of a loathſome diſeaſe which he laboured under. 


The ſtory of this prince having been ſolemnly handed down to the elders of 
the preſent age :—as they received it, we here repeat the ſubſtance of it: _ 

„ Bladud, eldeſt fon of Lud Hudibras, (then King of Britain, and the eighth 
from Brute) having ſpent eleven years at Athens, in the ſtudy of the liberal arts 


and ſciences, (that city being in thoſe days the chief academy, not only of Greece, 


but of this part of the world alſo) came home a leper ; whether from that hotter 


up, that he might not infect others; he, impatient of his confinement, choſe 
rather a mean liberty than a royal reſtraint, and, contriving his eſcape in a diſ- 


_ guiſe, went very remote from his father's court into an untravelled part of the 


filthy creatures, by their foul feeding and naſty lying, are ſubject to ſcabs, foul 
ſcurfs, and eruptions on their ſkin, ſome of his herd that were ſo, after a while, 

became whole and ſmooth, by their often wallowing in this mud. Upon this he 

_ conſiders within himſelf why he ſhould not receive the ſame benefit by the ſame

Country, and offered his ſervice in any common employment, probably thinking = 


he was leſs likely to be diſcovered under ſuch mean circumſtances than greater; 


he therefore entered in ſervice at Swainſwick, a ſmall village, 3 miles from this 
city, where his buſineſs, amongſt other things, was to take care of the pigs, 
which he was to drive from place to place, for their advantage in feeding upon 
beech-mabs, acorns, haws, &c. the hills thereabout then abounding with ſuch 
trees, though now few of the two former remain; yet there is a hill cloſe upon 
the ſouth part of this city, that ſtill retains the name of Beechen-cliff, though 


there is ſcarcely a beech-tree left upon it. 


be averted, part of the drove of pigs, as if ſeized with a phrenzy, ran down the 


fide of the hill into an alder moor, till they reached the ſpot of ground where 
the hot ſprings of Bath now boil up, and from thence returned covered wit“ 
black mud. The prince being of a thoughtful turn, and very ſolicitous to find 
out the reaſon why the pigs that wallowed in the mire in the ſummer to cool 
themſelves, ſhould do the ſame in winter, obſerved them further, and follow- 
ing them down, at length perceived a ſteam and ſmoke to ariſe from the place 


where the ſwine wallowed. Making his way to it, he found it to be warm; and 
this ſatisfied hun, that for the benefit of this heat the pigs reſorted thither. _ 
“ But, being a virtuoſo, he made further obſervations ; that whereas theſe 


means; he tries it, and ſucceeds; and, when he found himſelf cured of the le- 
proſy, declared who he was. His maſter was not apt to believe him at firſt, but 


at length did, and went with him to court, where he, after a while, was owned 


to be the king's ſon, and after his father's death ſucceeded him in the govern- 


ment, and built this city, and made theſe baths. . 
„When the baths were compleated, Bladud applied himſelf to nothing but 
- ingenious ſtudies, which he purſued with ſo much afliduity, that he taught ne- 

cromancy in his kingdom; purſuing his magical e till he attempted to 


fly to the upper regions of che air, with wings he had invented for that purpoſe; 
but, unfortunately falling on a temple in the city of Trinovantum, dedicated to

Apollo, he was thereby daſhed to pieces, and his body was depoſited at New | 
Troy“, after re gning twenty-one years.” e CO 


New Troy, where Bladud met with his tragical death, appears (as handed down 
to us, 7 e by ſome ancient hiſtorians) to have been one and the fame place,

The ancient city of Bath is ſaid to have been built by King Alfred, about the 
year 900, and was ſurounded by a ſtrong fortified wall, (a {mall part of which 
is ſtill ſtanding, and called the Borough- Wall.) It appears to be of great anti- 


quity, from the infinite number of ancient coins, ſtatues, altars, inſcriptions, 
and other monuments of Roman hiſtory, which have been, and are (till daily, 


diſcovered in and about it. | 


The Bath waters, it is conjectured, derive their heat from paſſing through 


mineral beds, or being impregnated with the vapours of pyrites; or perhaps they 
derive this heat from an extrinſic cauſe, or ſubterraneous fire in the bowels of 


the carth. Very probable arguments have been urged, and great authorities 


there are on both ſides; but we pretend not to decide on which truth lies. It is 
a certain fact, that the hot waters have retained their warmth and their virtues. 
through a long courſe of ages, and that, whatever the cauſe may be, there are 
no juſt grounds to apprehend that their ſalubrious qualities will ever fail. 


TPheſe waters are beneficial in almoſt all chronical diſtempers, and can hurt in 


none, except in hemorrhages, inflammations, or bad lungs, unleſs they be over- 
_ doſed in quantity, or too high or too hot a regimen be joined with them; for 
they are very grateful to the ſtomach, have a fine ſulphureous ſteely taſte, like 
that of the German Spa, or Pyrmont; and procure a great appetite, and good 
| ſpirits, if cautioufly managed; but, if high meats and ſtrong liquors be indulged, 
they create inflammatory diſorders. They are of a ſtrengthening, cleanſing, atte- 


nuating, opening, nature; they comfort the nerves, warm the body, and are 


good in all conſtitutions. 


| Theſe waters are good in ſcorbutic rheumatiſm, and old wandering pains in 


any part of the body, by bathing and drinking when the pains are not attended 


with any teveriſh heat. They are very beneficial in all diſorders of the paralytic 


Find, in palſies, convulſions, contractions, rheumatiſm, and lameneſs of all kinds; 
tlie bilious cholic in particular is ſingularly relieved by their uſe; as are obſtruc- 


tions of the liver and ſpleen, jaundice, ſcurvy, loſs of appetite, and hyſteric and 
hypochondriac diſorders, when proceeding from weaknels of the ſtomach. They 
likewiſe remove all forts of cutaneous diſorders, particularly the leproſy, by 


waſhing off thoſe malignant ſalts that occaſion theſe maladies, when taken in- 
wardly, and diſcharging them by perſpiration in bathing: the ſulphureous par- 


ticles too in the water entering into the ſkin, and diflolving the ſalts which are 
lodged near the ſurface. And it 1s the given opinion, if any of the preceding 


diſorders fail of relief by the Bath water, it is becauſe the patients will not allow 


time enough for their cure; or elſe are too loath to take pains, or cannot keep 


to ſuch regular diet, as is abſolutely neceſſary in ſtubborn caſes. 


The water ſhould always be drunk hot from the pump. It is taken hot for 
the ſake of the volatile ſpirit that circulates in it, which, being of a like. nature: 


with the univerſal menſtruum or alkali in our ſtomach, does wonderfully reſtore 


it, when loſt or depraved. And it is ſomewhat ſtrange to ſce its cftects in the 


ſtomach, and decayed appetites, which are ſoon relieved, by drinking the water 


hot from the pump. The water is generally drunk in the morning taſting, be- 


tu een the hours of ſix and ten, that it may have time to paſs out of the ſtomach; 


though ſome drink a glaſs about noon. The quantity generally taken in a day is 
from one pint to three; though ſome drink two quarts. Few conſtitutions re- 


quire more. | 


The ſpring which ſupplied the baths being cleared from the rubbiſh, &c. and 
the ſeveral ancient ſewers for carrying off the water from the baths repaired,

Or BArnixc.— Before the patient goes into either of the baths, a due pre- 


paration is neceſſary; the blood - veſſels ſhould not be too full, and the prime vie 


ſhould be cleanſed ; without which cautions, bathers are liable to head- achs, 


fevers, &c. and not only loſe the benefit they come for, but return to their 
homes much worſe than before. 


The time for bathing is in the morning faſting at all times of the year; be⸗ 


_ eauſe, being refreſhed by a night's fleep, we are the better able to bear bathing ; . 
_ and, digeſtion being completed, we are not ſubject to diforders which ariſe from 


erudities, ſuch as obſtructions, head-achs, &c. and faſting too, becauſe, the na- 


tural heat being ſent out towards the circumference by bathing, digeſtion would 
be diſturbed were we to go in with a full ſtomach. A glaſs or two of the wa- 
ter may be taken in the bath, it being very retreſhing, and not only quenches 


thirſt, but alſo promotes perſpiration after. The time of ſtaying in the bath muſt 
be regulated by the phylician or apothecary, N to the patient's ſtrength 


or diſorder. 


We thall now deſcribe the n baths, which are four in number, excluſive 


of thoſe belonging to the late Duke of Kingſton, before- mentioned, | 
. The King's Bath, which riſes about 152 feet South-Weſt of the Abbey 
Church; ; the ſpring or main ſource of which is in the centre, and is covered over 
with a large leaden reſervoir, to reſtrain its rapid motion, and to diſperſe the 
water more equally to the different parts of the bath, as well as to receive the 
pipes of the different pumps, which ſupply the water for drinking; by which 
means, as the water flows upwards in a ſtrong 
all communication between the water uſed for drinking, and the water in the 
bath, is prevented. Once in three or four years this reſervoir is opened, in or- 
der to clear it of a ſandy ſubſtance, which the water brings up and depoſits there, 
and which, if ſuffered to accumulate, choaks up the ends of the pipes which 
ſupply the different pumps. This ſand is moderately fine, of a light grey colour, 
- Intermixed with a number of black particles, which, when examined through a. 
microſcope, appear not to be chryltalline ſubſtances like a great part of the re-

mainder or the land. It is not more ponderous then common ſand of the ſame 
fineneſs. 


The Hot and Croſs Baths have a reſerv oir, of nearly the ſame conſtruction, i 
but we cannot find that it is ever neceſſary to open them on the ſame account, or 
| * any ſubſtance of this kind was ever found in them. 5 | 
The ſprings were doubtleſs ſeparated from the common fprings by the R= 
mans, and ſecured in with a ſtrong durable wall. The dimenſions of the King's 
bath are 65 feet 10 inches by 49 feet 10 inches, and it contains 346 tons 2 hogſ- 
heads and 36 gallons of water, when filled to its uſual height. In the centre of 
this bath 1s erected an elegant building of free-ſtone, with receſſes and ſeats for 


the accommodation of Jadies and gentlemen who bathe, and round it is built a 


covering, ſupported by a handſome colonade in the Doric order, that bathers 
may be ſheltered from the inclemency of-the weather. | 
This bath is now very much improved in every department, and the whole 
has been conducted under the inſpection of the principal medical gentlemen re- 
ſident in this city. Adjoining to this bath are two rooms, one for ladies and the 


other for gentlemen, in w hich are pumps for pouring the hot water on any part 


ot the body affected, which has often proved more talutary than bathing the 
Whole body in the common bath. 

2. Adjoining the King's bath in Stall-ſtreet, are erected ſeveral elegant New 
Private Baths, Dry Pump- -FOOMS, Sudatories, &c. under the direction of Mr. 


Baldwin, the city- architect. 

3. The Croſs-Bath, which riſes about 100 yards South - Weſt of the King's, 
was ſo valied from a croſs erected in the centre of it, by the Earl of Melfor t, 
(Secretary of State to King James II.) as a memorial of the Queen's bathing in

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4. The Hot Bath, ſituated about 120 feet South-Weſt of the former, is ſo 
eulicd from its being deemed the hotteſt of all; though from many late experi- 
ments it has been declared to be nearly the fame degree of heat as the King's 
Bath.—Here is a neat Pump- room for the company who drink this water; near 
which have been conſtructed, by the Chamber of the city, a commodious open 
bath, private baths, dry pump-rooms, and ſudatories, continually kept warm 
by the fires of the dreſſing- room, to which they communicate; the ſudatories 
may likewiſe be made uſe of for vapour-bathing. The whole of the building is 
56 feet ſquare.

The heat of the ſeveral baths has been taken by Fahrenheit's mercurial ther- 
mometer, and is as follows: | „„ of, 


The water of the King's Bath, in its warmeſt part, raiſes the mercury to 103 


degrees, and finks it in its cooleſt to 100. 


The thermometer ſtands in the Hot Bath at 100 or 101. 
The degrees of heat in the Croſs Bath are 93 and 4 
The water which is pumped up from the ciſterns of the ſeveral baths for drink- 
ing, and which is conveyed through pipes immediately from its ſource, was 


found to be of various degrees of heat at different times of trial. 


Thus the water which flows from the pump of the Croſs Bath has deſcended 


from 110 degrees through all the intermediate ones to 105. That of the Hot 
Bath from 116 to 112: and the King's Bath pump from 116 to 114, | 


For many centuries the city of Bath was the aſylum only of the ſick, and its 


2 old inhabitants aimed at nothing more than to render the place comfortable to 
them. Towards the beginning of the preſent century, the ſpirit of improvement 
ſhewed itſelf, and it now can boaſt of being the moſt convenient, beſt-built, and 


moſt elegant, city in Europe. It formerly had a flight wall, of which ſome part 


ſtill remains, as well as one or two of its gates; but almoſt all the new buildings, 
and the greateſt and fineſt part of the city, are without the walls, particularly on 
the Well, the fine ſquare called Queen- ſquare, in the middle of which is a ſmall 
garden with gravel walks, and an obeliſk in the centre. The whole ſquare, by 
its uniformity, has the appearance of one houſe, though it is divided into ſeve- 

ral, and is 520 feet in front, and 260 in depth. Each front has 63 windows, 


and each end 31. Two of the other ſides ſerve as wings to the principal ſide, 
each of which contains 24 houſes upon a perfect ſquare of 210 feet; and the front 


of theſe wings have each 25 windows, ſo that, when the whole building is ſur- 
veyed in front, it ſhews 113 windows, extending 1040 feet, and from the neigh- 
bouring hills looks like one grand palace; as does the Creſcent and Circus, twae 
-- ot the-grandelt piles of builting in d ng pom 
I he free-ſtone quarries in the ſurrounding hills are eaſily worked, the ſtone 


being of a beautiful appearance, and yet of a {mall expence, have been the chief 


_ cauſe of the magnificent buildings of Bath*. There are at this time upwards 
of two thouſand houſes planned out or contracted for in this rapidly- improving 


place, all of which will be on a grand, uniform, elegant, ſcale.

Jo encourage the proprietors of theſe expenſive erections, almoſt every perſon 


of fortune or faſhion in the kingdom makes a point annually of viſiting this city, 


and many families, even through œconomic motives, make it now their conſtant 


reſidence. Proviſions of all kind are here excellent and reaſonable; and the 
amuſements, though in tlie genteeleſt and moſt ſuperb ſtyles, are rendered through 
the numerous ſubſcribers far from expenſive. | 1 | |

' PUBLIC BuilLDiNGsS.—The Pump-room is ſituated at the North fide of the 
King's Bath: it was erected in the year 1704, but much enlarged in the year 
1751, and is now a neat piece of building. To this building in 1786 was added 
a handſome portico for the reception of the chairs, that the company in the pump- 


room migltt not be incommoded by the chairmen. The nobility and gentry aſ- 


ſemble in it every mor ning, between the hours of ſeven and ten, to drink the 


Vater; for whoſe entertainment a good band of mulic attends during the ſeaſon, 


whoſe pay is derived from the ball-ſubſcriptions to the rooms.

Ihe General Hoſpital in this city is open to the ſick and poor of every part of 
the world, to whoſe caſes the Bath waters are applicable, (the poor of Bath only 
_ excepted.) It is an excellent inſtitution, ſupported by voluntary contributions, 
and one hundred and thirteen patients receive every convenience, comfort, and 
advice, that their conditions may require. It is an elegant pile of building, 100 

feet in breadth, and go in depth, The firſt ſtone of it was laid on the 8th of 
July, 1738, at the North-Eati corner of the building, by the Right Honourable 


William Pulteney, afterwards Earl of Bath, 


_ CHukcuEs, CHAPELS, &c. &c.— The cathedral church of St, Peter and 
Paul, commonly called the Abbey, (ſuppoſed to be built on the ſpot where 
ſtood the Roman temple of Minerva, who was the tutelar deity of the hot- 
iprings,) is a noble edifice, built in the thape of a croſs, and founded in the 
year 676, by king Oſric, together with the Abbey-honfſe for nuns ; but, in the 


year 775, king Offa placed therein ſecular canons, who, being expelled by king 


Edgar, he inſtituted Benedictine monks in their ſtead ; and it was frequently 
repaired and augmented, till Oliver King began the preſent pile in 1495, which 
was occalioned by a viſion or dream of his, as related by Sir John Harrington. 
Ihe biſhop,” ſays he, having been at Bath, imagined, as he one night lay 
meditating in bed, that he ſaw the Holy Trinity, with angels aſcending and 


deſcending by a ladder, near to which was a {wr olive-tree ſupporting a crown.”

timber, and other materials; in which condition, with only the bare walls 
ſtanding, it remained upwards of 100 years, till 1606, when it was reſtored to 
its preſent ſtate by the pious benefactions of Dr. James Montague, then biſhop 
of this dioceſe, and other generous benefactors, and made parochial.— The 


Welt front of this elegant ſtructure is enriched with ſeveral ſtatues, beſides a 


_ repreſentation of the viſion of Oliver King, as above related. It contains 
many curious monuments ; has a handſome altar-piece, repreſenting the Wiſe 
Men's Offering, given in the year 1725 by General Wade, one of the repre» 


ſentatives of this city; and an excellent organ, thought by very good judges 


0 be one of the beſt in Europe. This church was formerly called the Zantern 
of England, on account of the number and ſize of its windows; but, as it 8

In the vicinity of a city, where every houſe may be called a capital manſion, 


few gentlemen's ſeats can be thought worthy attention, yet the neighbourhood _ 


abounds with many pleaſing ſeats and villas: Kelſton, the ancient feat of the 


Harringtons, (late Sir Cæſar Hawkins, Bart.) Batheaſton, the ſeat of Sir John 


R. Miller, Bart. near which, on one of the happieſt ſituations in the kingdom, 


a houſe, on an extenſive ſcale, is now building for Dr. Skeete ; Midford Caltle, 
built by Diſney Roebuck, Eſq. now the property of Dr. Pugh; but the moit 


magnificent manſion is Prior Park, the feat of the late good and liberal Ralph 


Allen, Eſq. now in the occupation of the Rev. Stafford Smyth, who married 


the widow of Warburton, Biſhop of Glouceſter, neice of Mr. Allen. 


Mr. Allen's feat commands a proſpect, as delightful as it is poſſible for the 


| Imagination to conceive, the city of Bath being the chief object, and towards it 


the principal front of the houſe is turned. The ſeat confiſts of a houſe in the 
centre, two pavilions, and two wings of offices, all united by arcades, and mak 


Ing acontinued curved line of building of above 1000 feet in front, of which the 


houſe takes about 150 feet, and is of the Corinthian order, elevated upon a 
ruſtic baſement, and crowned with a bulluſtrade; the centre advancing forward, 
and making one of the largeſt and moſt correct porticos in the kingdom. The 


_ order includes two ſtories, and the houſe has 15 windows in the length of it. 


The portico, together with a Corinthian hall in the principal ftory, a chapet on 
the ſame floor of the Ionic order, ſupporting the Corinthian, and a Corinthian 
gallery extending over the hall, and the rooms on each ſide of it, all finiſhed 
with free-ſtone, are the beauties and curioſities of the pile. The gardens con- 

| fiſt of two terraces, and two flopes, lying Northward before the houſe, with 
winding walks made through a little coppice, opening to the Weſtward of thoſe 


flopes; but all theſe are adorned with vaſes and other ornaments, in ſtone-work ; 


and the affluence of water is ſo great, that it is received at three different places, 
_ after many little agreeable falls, at the head of, one of which there is a ſtatue of 

_ Moſes down to the knees, in an attitude expreſſive of the admiration he muſt _ 

have been in after ſtriking the rock, and ſeeing the water guſh out of it. The 
__ winding walks were made with great labour; and, though no broader than for 

two or three to walk abreaſt, yet in ſome places they appear with little cliffs on 


one fide, and with ſmall precipices on the other. 


_  Lanſdown is one of the moſt conſpicuous and happily fitnated hills in the 


| Weſt of England, and famous for the number of ſheep fattened by its delicate 


| herbage.—From hence you have a fine view of the Briſtol channel, city of 


Briſtol, part of Wales, and great part of Glouceſterſhire, Worceſterſhire, and 


Wiltſhire; and there is one point of view where the cities of Bath and Briitol 


may be ſeen at the ſame time. 


Farley Caſtle, Somerſetſhire, ſix miles from Bath, —At what time this, caſtle. | 
was erected, or who was its builder, is not certainly known. If one may 
judge from the extent of its ruins, it ſeems ſurpriſing ſo little ſhould be ſaid of 


it in hiſtory, The firſt account of it is no farther back than the 16th of Ed- 


ward III. at which time Farley. appears to have been the property of Lord 


5 Bergherſh ; it was ſold by his grand-daughter, the ſole heireſs, with other eſtates, 
to Robert Lord Hungerford; and the prefent proprietor 15 ——
